If the camera is allowed to 
stand undisturbed, and the sun is 
"shot" every five or 10 minutes, a ser- 
ies of images on one picture may be 
obtained.

Shadowed discs show how solar phenomenon will appear at height of eclipse in

Dewey emerged Wednesday as easy 
victors in Wisconsin's presidential pri- 
maries, but a complicated balloting 
system may cut into their slates of 
national convention delegates. 


Roosevelt, still silent on the third 


term issue, led Vice President Gar- 
ner by nearly 3-to-l ration on the 
Democratic ticket. Dewey ran about 
2-to-l ahead of the ticket supporting 
Senator Vandenberg of Michigan. 


Early Returns 


MILWAUKEE, Wis.—(/P)—Early re- 


turns from 41 precincts in Wisconsin's 
presidential primary Tuesday nigh 
gave President Roosevelt 1,039 votes 
against 490 for Vice President Gar- 
ner in the state's direct preference vote 
on the Democratic ballot which pro- 
vided the nation's first test of thin 
term sentiment. 


The returns, from scattering districts 


outstate, showed President Roosevel 
leading in each section reporting. 


On the Republican side, return's from 


20 precincts showed candidates pledged 
to Thomas E. Dewey for the presiden- 
tial nomination in the lead. 


There was no direct presidential 


"preference vote on the Republican bal- 
lot. The test came in the race for the 
24 seats—four at large and 20 from 
the state's congressional districts—as 
delegates to the Republican national 
convention. 


The first precinct to report, from 


Shcboygan county, gave Roosevelt 28 
votes and Garner 12. Sheboygan is the 
home county of National Committee- 
man Charles E. Broughton, • who en- 
dorsed the president for a third term. 


Returns from the came precinct in 


ihe national convention delegate con- 
tests showed rival Republican slates 
polled 46 votes to 33 for the Democrats.

Books taking apart the legal profes- 


sion and debunking the law have had 
quite a vogue. "Look at the Law," 
by Percival E. Jackson (Dutton: ?2.75), 
is more amusing reading than most 
because it is stuffed with concrete 
examples in which the law, if not 'an 
ass" at least ranges from the comic 
to the terrifying. Many phases of the 
question, "Can you get a square 
deal in the courts?' are examined, with 
examples, but one phase of the quest- 
ion has been stressed by Mr. Jack- 
son that is often omitted from similar 
books: 


The layman himself makes the law. 


But, unfortunately, he makes it for 
"the other fellow." Though he advoca- 
tes a law, and will vote for its adopt- 
ionj he won't support it; he won't 
hesitate to break it down himself— 
when it serves his purpose to do so. 


The man who crosses the street cuss- 


es the taxi driver who almost runs 
lim down while trying to beat the 
ed light, and yells, "There ought to 
IB a law" Yet he is the same person 
who threatens to "get" the cop who 
gives him a ticket for passing a light 
when Tie himself is driving. 


The layman talks b'g and acts 
mall. He preaches the virtues and 
practices the vices. He advocates a 
tandard of morality in law to which 
\e refuses to subscribe in life. He 
calls for laws prohibiting prostitution 
and gambling, and then patronizes 
>rbthels and race tracks. He applauds 
he jailing of Al Cap'one for income 
.ax frauds, when he slips a bribe 
to an internal revenue agent to ap- 
prove his own tax return. 


The layman's contempt for the legal 


system is boundless. He is incensed 
at stupid or fixed verdicts of juries 
yet he evades jury service. He clamors 
about the delays of the law, ye 
he instructs his lawyers to interpose 
technical, and dilatory defenses to 
avcid his own days of legal reckon- 
ing. He criticizes the vices of lawyers, 
yet he hires the slickest one he can 
find to enable him to avoid his own 
committments.
